Assessed value of land in the 
county this year is $1,208,877,£00, 
up 13.9 per cent over the $1,000,- 
898,840 valuation for 194646.

Improvements are assessed at 
$1,446,765,830, up 10.2 per cent 
over the $1,312,478,385 value for 
last year.

Personal property and money 
in the county this year is as­ 
sessed at $814,728,636, up 14.J 1

per cent over the $709,066,040 
valuation for 1946-46. "

Assessed valuation of property j 
exempt from local taxation foiv 
1946-47 reached $170,787,455, upj 
64.1 per cent over .the $104,049, 
400 of exemptions for last' year.

Over the state as a whole, the 
assessed valuation of taxable 
property reached $9;100,823,858 
for 1946-47, up 6.6 per cent over 
the $8,641;172,363 valuatipn for 
1946-46, thq Taxpayers' associa­ 
tion found.'
